The fut:fetnio of tho N. Y. Tribune give3 
rather unfavourable afecount of tho crops in 
Kentucky— particularly of Tobacco and 
Wheat. Oats and Corn aro considered an 
average crop, however/- which, with the an- 
nual crop of " black-ivory" .raised for the 
southern market, farmers will ho able lo 
moko "both ends meet." Wo mako the 
following extract from the ZWottAe : — 

" The tobacco ciop ot Kentucky i» Apoken of 
m leas than an average one, for vanuu* rea- 
ayiis. There was loss of' on a'ea planted ei- 
pevially near lhe river, na lhe almost loial fail- 
bie of lhe wheal crop, ami high price of corn 
iuSprinft induced lhe fanners to plain more 
corn atid lets tobacco. The leason, loo, hu> 
t'Oen of sitoh • naluro as ro ripen lhe plant* a 
fuiiniglit or lluee weeks earlier ihun usual, 
which ia unfavourable lo a gteat yield «>f cured 
lobacco irnce lhe aluck ti brought lo lhe curing 
Iiojm: in warm weather. The hay will not, in 
all probability, bo more than barf a crop, and 
Winter wheat is aaid. to average less ihau five 
butlivls lo lhe acre."

summer causes it to yield a wincof apeculiar 
aroma and flavor. Its cultivation ia being 
rapidly extended. The apple and pear also 
do well ; though the prospect for fruit this 
season has been obscured by untimely frost. 

Some new valleys have been recently open- 
ed to settlement — mainly north and east of 
the Salt Lake— that are greatly liked. They 
ofcoureelie higher than the Lake Valley, 
and have a sharper climate , but they have 
aly> more wood, more vater, better gras-i, and 
other allurements. They aro rapidly Biting 
with settlers. 

Tito grcit project of darning tjic Jordan 
a few miles below'ltffbcad in Lake Utah, and 

thus irrigating the greater portion of Salt 
Lake Valley, is yet in embryo. At present, 
not a tenth pirt of that Valley is cultivated 
for wanC of water/ The proposed dam, wilh 
consequent irrigating canals, would render 
that Valley onc-of IhemOit productive of its 
site on catt'i, beside affording water-power 
for a great manufacturing village. With a 
few such dams,- Utah might easily support a 
population of jLwenty millions. Her grand 
valleys need but water to render them of un- 
equalled fertility. 

The rumor of a proposed sale (or tender of 
sale) of their present possessions to the Fede- 
ral Government, had probably just this foun- 
dation : There are many converts to the faith 
of tho Saints now living in India, China, 
Australia, and the other countries washed by 
the Pacific and Indian Occam?. Those it is 
not convenient to gather to lhe Land- of Pro- 
mis-?, yet tbey expect and desire that a plt&c 
of refuge shall bo found or made for them. — 
This will probably bo located on New-Guinea 
or sonic other isle of tho South Seas. We 
presume Capt. Gibson — whoso long residence 
and adventures in the Indian Ocean are well 
known — has been conferring with lhe Apos- 
tles with reference to scch location ; but this 
may or may not be. We believe he expects 
to return to the Mormoa Zion next Fall.
